COMING EXHIBITIONS OF 
THE city art museum 

It is hoped that the exhibitions of the coming 
year may fully measure up to those of the past, 
in interest and in practical value. Plans of 
American museums for exhibitions from Europe 
have been disturbed, but that important function 
of the City Art Museum exhibitions, of bringing 
St. Louis into closer relationship with centers of 
aesthetic development in other countries, is not 
to be altogether neglected. Meanwhile the oppor- 
tunity to study and enjoy our own developing 
national art will offer much scope to the art 
interest of this city. 

Three customary annual exhibitions, of paint- 
ings owned in St. Louis, of water colors, and of 
Selected Paintings by American Artists, will be 
installed in due course, beginning with the sum- 
mer collection of art treasures from St. Louis 
homes. 

Among contemplated exhibitions may be noted 
a collection of paintings by Signor Carlandi, and 
a collection of the works of Everett Warner. 

Exhibitions now arranged for January include 
a collection of Paintings by Ben Foster, N. A. ; 
a collection of Etchings by Earl Reed, and the 
installation of Etchings by George Aid, which 
remain on view from December. 

For February, an exhibition of works by 
Charles H. Woodbury has l)een awarded. 

In March there is to be an exhibition of forty 
paintings by Hermann Dudley Murphy and Ettore 
Caser. 

April will bring an exhibition of small bronzes 
by Paul W. Manship. 

In May there is to be a collection of forty- 
three paintings by American and European artists. 

From May to June an exhibition of American 
Industrial Art will come to the Museum, 
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Adoration
